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ENCOURAGE PRIVATE ENTERPRISE ! 


_ need expressed in our last issue to encourage by all means possible 

the undertaking of private building work has received the support 
that might have been expected from the building industry, which will not 
have failed to notice the formation by Building Industries’ National Council 
of a War-time Committee of the Building Industries, charged with the task 
of securing the removal of undue restriction of civil building activity. 


There is a growing belief that such restriction is bearing unnecessarily 
upon the industry. A.R.P. work, it is true, is keeping some sections busy, 
but unless the Government is prepared to continue the expensive practice of 
keeping men in or out of work, it must remove every restriction possible 
from the way of private enterprise. For that reason we welcome the formation 
of this Committee. Representative of the industry and fully conversant with 
the machinery by which private enterprise building goes forward, it is admir- 
ably fitted to convince the Government that to fix income tax at 7s. 6d. will 
be of little use, in so far as benefit to the country’s revenues is concerned, 
if the building industry is to face a three-year war without adequate work and 
turnover. As in 1931, private enterprise has taken a hard knock ; it requires 
encouragement rather than restriction if it is to continue. That encourage- 
ment should take the form of the preparation of a programme of work to 
follow the completion of A.R.P. construction (we have previously mentioned 
decentralisation as one main avenue) and, for the immediate present, removal 
of restriction wherever possible upon the supply of essential materials for 
private building work. The establishment of a scheme of War Risks Insurance 
for property is also urgent, a contention to which weight is added by the 
suspension of fresh loan facilities by the leading building societies. 


Another important announcement made this week is the appointment 
by the Prime Minister of Sir Connop Guthrie to undertake a continuous review 
of the whole position created by the demands made upon the building industry 
by Government constructional programmes. In this review, which is for the 
information of the Government, civil and industrial needs will be included. 


We express the hope that Sir Connop Guthrie will take an early 
opportunity of consulting with the new B.I.N.C. Committee which, representa- 
tive of all sections of the building trade and in possession of full facts and data, 
could be of the greatest assistance in devising a programme in which the 
requirements of defence can be balanced against the needs of private enterprise 
and the long-term interests of an industry that contributes in no small 
measure to the prosperity and economic welfare of the country.

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War Damage to Private Property: 
The Weir Committee’s Findings. 

THE conclusions reached by the com- 
mittee appointed under the chairmanship 
of Lord Weir to consider whether any 
mutual scheme of compensation for war 
damage to private property could be 
devised are now in the hands of the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, it is under- 
stood. The Chancellor is expected to 
make a statement in the House of Com- 
mons next week. 


R.1.B.A. Loan and 
Reference Libraries. 

Tue R.I.B.A. Loan Library and part of 
the Reference Library, including current 
and recent periodicals, have reopened. At 
present they are still housed in the 
library proper, but during the next few 
weeks the whole of the working part of 
the library will be transferred to the Re- 
ception Room. Special attention will be 
paid in the Loan Library service to the 
needs of architectural students, and 
arrangements will be made so _ that 
members can return books or collect 
books previously ordered up to 6 p.m. 


Architects and 
Registration Procedure. 

Tue Architects’ Registration Council 
‘have recently received letters from appli- 
cants for registration complaining of 
delay in the consideration of their appli- 
cations. We are informed that the Coun- 
cil have received nearly 3,000 applications 
for registration, from practising archi- 
tects and architectural assistants, apart 
from those applicants who have qualified 
by examination. Each of these cases has 
to be separately considered on its merits, 
and in many cases the applicants have 
failed to supply all the information re- 
quired, which in itself is a cause of corre- 
spondence and delay. 

Cases are considered in the first in- 
stance in the order in which they are 
received, and much preliminary investi- 
gation is done before applications are 
seen by the Admission Committee, for the 
purpose of separating those cases which 
are straightforward from those which are 
likely to cause doubt or difficulty. It 
necessarily takes longer to reach decisions 
in doubtful cases than in those which are 
straightforward. Applications first began 
io come in about the middle of January. 
The Council by the end of June had con- 
sidered and given decisions in 584 cases, 
each of which had to be individually con- 
sidered by the Admission Committee. 

Since then the holiday period has inter- 
vened, followed by the outbreak of war. 
The Council, at their next meeting on 
October 20, will have before them the 
recommendations of the Admission Com- 
mittee on a further number of applica- 
tions. Applicants may rest assured that 
their cases will be dealt with as quickly 
aS possible. 

It is only right to point out that had 
che Admission Committee adopted the 
line that, as every applicant must prove 
his own case, any applicant who failed to 
give on his application form all the in- 
formation that was required to satisfy the 
Committee must be rejected, it would no 
doubt have been possible to dispose of a 
much larger number of cases. The Com- 
mittee, however, did not take that view, 
and have been at some pains to obtain 
as much further information as possible 
from applicants. This has necessarily 
slowed down the speed of the machine.

Appointment. 

Mr. A. D. Swan, M.Inst.C.E., has been 
appointed Regional Works Adviser for 
Civil Defence in Scotland, and has 
entered on his duties at 4, Douglas-cres- 
cent, Edinburgh, 12. (Telephone No. 
64334). Mr. Swan will be available to help 
local authorities to organise civil defence 
works, whether of repair or of new con- 
struction, in respect of which the authori- 
ties desire assistance in view of the heavy 
demands on their resources. 


New Valuation Lists: 
Postponement by Ministry of Health. 

Tue Minister of Health has issued a 
circular to local authorities concerned 
with the administration of the Rating 
and Valuation Acts in England and 
Wales, including London, stating that 
the Government intend in due course to 
take the necessary steps to secure post- 
ponement of the date of operation of the 
valuation lists which should normally 
come into force in April, 1941. The 
Minister states that it has been repre- 
sented to him that owing to abnormal 
pressure on the staffs of local authori- 
ties it will be difficult, if not impossible, 
for many authorities to make any ar- 
rangements at the present time for the 
preparation of the new valuation lists. 


The Northern Polytechnic: 
Resumption of Activities. 

ARRANGEMENTS have been made to re- 
open certain sections of the Department 
of Architecture, Surveying and Building 
at the Northern Polytechnic, Holloway, 
N.7. Shelters are being erected, and it 
is expected that all the usual facilities 
and amenities of the Polytechnic will be 
available for a limited number of day 
and evening students. 

The Day Schools of architecture, sur- 
veying and building will reopen at 9.30 
a.m. on Monday, October 9. There will 
be a number of vacancies for new 
students. 

The Evening School will reopen on 
Monday, October 16. Intending students 
will be interviewed from 5.30 p.m. to 
8 p.m., October 9-12. The number of en- 
tries to the: school will be limited accord- 
ing to the amount of shelter accommoda- 
tion available, -but in the first instance 
places will be reserved for those who have 
already entered upon a course of study, 
and who apply on one of these evenings. 
The following courses of instruction will 
be provided: The Five Years Course lead- 
ing to exemption from the R.I.B.A. In- 
termediate Examination; Architectural 


Design, Theory of Structures, etc., for 
R.I.B:A. Final Examination; Building 
Construction, Materials, Quantity Survey- 
ing and Estimating; courses for the 
examination of the Chartered Surveyors’ 
Institution; and practical and theoretical 
classes in Plumbing, Heating and Venti- 
lating, Painting and Decorating, Car- 
pentry and Joinery, Woodcutting 
Machinists’ Work, and Brickwork.

The Stoppage of General Building Work. 
To tHe Epriror or The Builder. 

S1r,—In reference to the article on the 
above subject appearing in last week’s 
issue of The Builder, I entirely agree with 
the writer. I give my own case as an 
example of what has occurred, and there 
must be many who have suffered in the 
same way. 

I had built up a successful business by 
sheer hard work and personal attention, 
and when hostilities commenced I was 
employing 75 men, good mechanics, 
many over military age, on good-class 
house construction. I had several thou- 
sand pounds’ worth of contracts in hand 
and had purchased additional land and 
was very busy when war was declared. 
The building societies, without waiting to 
see what was going to occur, closed down 
and withdrew their offers of advances 
which they had previously made, with 
the result that the intending purchasers 
of my houses could not get their money, 
so I had no alternative but to cancel 
their contracts and refund the deposits. 
I now find that I have a number of un- 
finished houses on my hands and the 
materials to pay for, and although it is 
still possible to sell houses for cash I 
find it impossible to get the materials to 
complete. 

We have been told not to sack our men. 
Who is going to pay them? Already 1 


have had to discharge 75 per cent. of my 


staff, and unless the materials are 
released to enable me to carry on I see 
no other alternative but to close down. 
Surely our Ministers do not know what 
is occurring. The losses to the country 
will be enormous, for so many professions 
and trades depend upon the building 
trade. 

I would suggest that all who are inter- 
ested should get together and send a 
deputation to the Ministry of Supply 
before it is too late.

Building in War Time. 
To THE Epitror or The Builder. 


Srr,—No doubt a good deal of building 
will be done by Government Departments, 
War Office, H.M.O.W., Air Ministry, etc., 
during the war, and many factories, aero- 
dromes, shelters, hospitals, camps, drill 
halls, fire stations, barracks, etc., will be 
put up. 

Instead of calling upon a few firms of 
contractors to do this work on a schedule 
basis, would it not be better to ask for 
competitive tenders in just the same way 
as is done during times of peace? The 
advantages of following the ordinary com- 
mercial method of asking several builders 
to tender are:— 

1. The work would be spread over a 
larger number of firms and would thus 
keep more people active and occupied in 
the building trade. 

2. In times of peace builders presum- 
ably contribute quite a good sum per an- 
num to the revenue in the way of income 
tax. During a war it is surely desirable 
that these contributions should continue. 
This can only be done if as many build- 
ing contractors as possible are kept occu- 
pied; and they can be kept occupied if 
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Government work is put out for com- 
petitive tender. 

3. The cost to the country of getting 
Government building work done would 
probably be lower if the competitive 
tender system is used than if the work is 
done on a schedule basis. 

Would it not be worth the while of the 
National Federation of Building Trades 
Employers or some other body representa- 
tive of the industry to put these points 
to the Government Departments con- 
cerned? The building trade is standing 
still; let us get it going again as soon 
as possible and, moreover, let us get not 
just a few lucky firms but as many 
builders as possible with Government 
contracts on their books.

A.A.S.T.A. War-time Policy. 
To tHe Eprror or The Builder. 

Sir, — Many architects have been 
shocked by the ready way in which 
other members of the profession and pro- 
fessional bodies have proposed a cessa- 
tion of their normal activities for the 
duration of the war. They seem to 
imagine that architecture is one of the 
toys of peace, and have so little confi- 
dence in their technical skill that they 
cannot imagine using it to win the war. 
This attitude is forced on many indi- 
viduals by the senseless unemployment 
from which the profession is now suffer- 
ing, but it should be the duty of our pro- 
fessional organisations to seek ways out 
of this situation. That is the policy of 
the A.A.S.T.A. 

Its A.R.P. Committee, with which I am 
concerned here, are following this policy 
along two main lines. 

SHELTERS.—The need for adequate air- 
raid shelters is now more acute than it 
has ever been, and in a short time it will 
be an overwhelming public demand. By 
their training architects are pre-eminently 
suited to deal with such problems as this, 
but many of them are not yet fully 
acquainted with the specific technical 
problems involved. 

The A.A.S.T.A. has therefore organised 
an intensive course of instructional lec- 
tures on the subject. The lamentable 
strutted basements and street shelters 
(rarely the work of architects) which 
we see everywhere to-day are evidence 
of the need. The lectures will be given 
by well-known experts, and the syllabus 
[published on page 532—Ep.] will cover 
all aspects of shelter design—in a techni- 
cal and not a general way. The com- 
plete course will be sufficient to give a 
good knowledge of all branches of the 
subject. 

Evacuation. — Though prodigies of 
organisation have been performed, it is 
quite clear that the condition of the 
evacuated population cannot be regarded 
as satisfactory. If the population in the 
reception areas is not to suffer seriously 
there must be a comprehensive pro- 
gramme for the building of new accom- 
modation, and with this architects are 
intimately concerned. They would be of 
great assistance, too, in planning the 
more efficient utilisation of existing 
accommodation. 

My Committee is continuing its study 
of the subject with a view to formulating 
proposals for submission to the proper 
authorities. We should be very grateful 
if those possessing information about 
conditions in the reception areas would 
communicate with Mr. R. W. Toms, 4, 
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Lawn-crescent, Kew Gardens, Surrey 
(Richmond 2437). Such information 
could conveniently be given under the 
following heads :— 
(a) Existing buildings and the utilisa- 
tion of different types. 
(6) Communal feeding and social life 
as conditioned by accommodation. 
(c) The continuance of education and 
the suitability of existing schools. 


(d) The adequacy of health services. 


(e) Population and social characteris- 
tics of the district under discussion. 


The solution of these problems will 
help both the profession and the public.

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THE CAMOUFLEUR AND HIS CRAFT 


By R. MYERSCOUGH-WALKER. 
4.—PAINTS AND CONCLUSION. 


THE question of what material a camou- 
flaged building ought to be treated with 
does not appear by any means to be 
finally solved. I discussed this matter 
once with the late Oliver Bernard, whose 
knowledge of materials was vast, particu- 
larly on the paint used in camouflage 
work. His opinion was that nobody had 
managed to emulsify oils, tars and fatty 
acids without breaking down their 
natural values. He did discuss, and 
wrote about, a product which emulsified 
oil and water to some extent and had been 
taken over by some vested interest, and, 
like so many other good ideas, pigeon- 
holed in order to maintain the standard 
products that such vested interest was 
concerned in making. Cements rather 
than oils and resins have been used as 
the binding of pigments, and in this direc-

tion a certain advantage is probably to 
be found ultimately. How cement paints 
react in endurance and to the various 
chemical properties which are in the air 
has not yet, I believe, been ascertained. 
So that the most one can say is that the 
subject is open to research. 

What is happening now is that special 
camouflage colours have been suggested 
by the Government. These colours are of 
a very neutral kind, and they contain, 
when they are made up by the painting 
firms, a large amount of matter which 
would not come under the heading of pig- 
ment. That is to say, it is more expensive 


to make a blue-green paint in its pow- 
dered primary state than it is to make 
an almost black-grey-green paint which 
has little of the primary pigment in it. 
These paints frequently do not match 
those suggested by the Government, but 
that is of little moment in view of the fact 
that the neutral colours suggested by the 
Government Department do not, in my 
opinion, tackle the problem of camou- 
flage in the bold way which is absolutely 
essential for effective concealment from a 
great height. 


On the other hand, the Government 
Handbook on camouflage contains some 
very useful hints on paints, and it is 
useful to have by one as being a dis- 
interested opinion on the product which 
is mostly used for camouflage. What this 
book does describe is the basis of paint 
which is pigment, binding medium and a 
thinner. For external work, deterioration 
by weather is an important factor, and 
the above three foundations for a finished 
paint require to be balanced to satisfy 
this test. In camouflage work it is essen- 
tial that the surface be matt, and an in- 
crease of pigment and a reduction of 
binding is the one way to obtain the matt 
surface. On the other hand, to do this 
minimises the durability and elasticity 
of the paint. On such a basis as asbestos 
cement, a preservative quality is not re- 
quired, and where preservative coats 
already exist the durability of the colour 
is the chief function. 


At the moment the various kinds of 
paints which are being used can be classi- 
fied into oil, oil-bound water, bituminous, 
silicate, and cement paints. The first 
has a binder of drying oils, which may 
or may not have the addition of varnish, 
gums or resins. As a preservative paint 
this is the most common. The gloss which 
exists when the paint is first applied dis- 
appears after exposure. It is possible by 
increasing the amount of pigment in the 
paint to avoid this initial delay, but the 
paint then becomes less durable. The 
second paint, that is, oil-bound water 
paint, has a binder which consists of 
varnish or emulsified drying oils. Usually 
these paints are used in a decorative way. 
They contain a high proportion of pig- 
ment, giving a matt result and a less 
durable quality, and are comparatively 
cheap. The third kind, bituminous paint, 
has a bituminous binder either in emul- 
sion or in a solution. If the Govern- 
ment’s suggestions for colours are correct, 
then these bituminous paints are suitable, 
and I mention this because bituminous 
paint is usually dull in colour. The 
fourth alternative, that is, a silicate paint, 
has a binder of potassium or silicate of 
sodium. The value of this kind of paint 
lies in its resistance to weather condi- 
tions, and its most appropriate use is on 
a porous surface. The last-mentioned 
product, a cement paint, is of particular 
value in camouflage work. The binder is 
Portland cement, and the best possible 
use of these paints is on a porous surface. 
They require to be handled with care, 
both in the application and in the making 
of them, since the efflorescent quality, 
called ‘‘ blooming,” is apt to occur and 
deprive the paint of its colour. 

Over and above these five alternatives 
are the variety of patented goods which 
come under these particular headings, 
and there are such things as _ colloidal 
colours which can be applied in the fac- 
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tory to slates and so on. This process is 
produced from chemicals which are 
known as sols, and have certain reactions 
with the silica of the slate. By these re- 
actions a “bite” is obtained on the 
slate, and to increase durability sodium 
silicate is applied afterwards as a fixa- 
tive which turns the sol into a “ gel.” 
These colours are capable of being tested 
under the most severe conditions without 
being affected, and although they have 
use in camouflage their original function 
was for the decoration of normal building 
work. 

The actual base on which these paints 
are applied requires to be carefully con- 
sidered, and the basic foundations for the 
paints can usually be classed under 
asbestos cement, asphalt, brick, concrete, 
iron, slates, steel and stucco. 

Using the five paints that I have men- 
tioned, certain considerations ought to 
be taken into account as to their appro- 
priate use on these materials. Taking 
asphalt first; since the surface is usually 
bituminous, the bituminous paint is the 
most appropriate one. ‘ Bleeding” is 
liable to occur if other paints are used. 
For concrete, which is used for roadways, 
etc., there appears to be some doubt 
as to whether a paint exists which can 
cover it in a way which will not be 
affected by traffic movements. Since no 
paint exists which solves this problem, 
the appropriate paint is the cheapest and 
one which can be applied easily. It re- 
quires to be proof against bad weather 
occurring immediately after the applica- 
tion of the paint. Bituminous emulsions 
would appear to be the most appropriate. 
Slates, stucco, concrete or brick walls can 
have applied to them almost any of these 
five types of paint. Only one exception

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exists, and that is in the painting oi 
concrete, which requires to have an 
alkali-resisting primer. Asbestos cement 
is a common material, and in ratio to 
its newness so is the alkalinity from the 
asbestos cement detrimental to oil-bound 
paints. The solution in this case is the 
application of an alkali-resisting primer 
before the use of an oil-bound paint. 
Bituminous paint can be used without 
this preliminary, and certain paints, of 
course, have alkali-resisting qualities. For 
metals, such as corrugated iron or steel, 
bituminous paints are the most durable. 
and oil paints can be used, too. Most of 
the other types of paint tend to flake off 
such a hard surface. 


The other material, which affords prob- 
ably the most difficult problem, is glass. 
The whole aim in camouflage is to avoid 
reflection, and even windows on a moon- 
light night are liable to reflect the light 
and be visible at a great distance. Fre- 
quently, too, factories are designed with 
vast areas of toplights, and it seems im- 
possible to camouflage such works with- 
out destroying the source of natural light. 
The argument that north-lights are not 
likely to eatch the sun is caneelled fre- 
quently by the orientation of such north- 
lights being inaccurate. One solution is 
to cover the windows with a clear varnish 
and hard particles, such as granite or 
dust, which will pass through a 20 mesh, 
applied in the form of a spray. If this 
operation is done with any care, reflection 
can be avoided from the outside and 
50 per cent. of the light can be retained. 
Tt is essential if the roof is camouflaged 
that the colour of these particles be 
appropriate, and, incidentally, fine sand 
is frequently inappropriate on account of 
its reflecting surface. 

The question of paints is one which is 
very confusing owing to the claims made 
by a number of paint firms which I can- 
not confirm without original research. I 
have drawn on the advice contained in 
the Government Handbook, and it may 
be that such institutions as the Building 
Research Station have produced some 
pamphlet or issued some information on 
this subject. Judging from the discus- 
sions I have had with people on this ques- 
tion, the present state of affairs appears 
to be unsatisfactory inasmuch as to ob- 
tain the correct products is not easy at 
the moment, and also that the informa- 
tion on camouflage which has been issued 
comes for the most part from the pub-

licity departments of paint firms. One 
cannot blame them for this initiative, but 
the subject certainly requires to be gone 
into thoroughly by disinterested people. 

Only one further point occurs to me, 
and that is in relation to rough surfaces 
and the possibilities of obtaining a matt 
texture. There are three forms. One is 
paint which includes solid matter in the 
form of small particles of grit. The diffi- 
culty, if this paint is to be sprayed, is 
that the particles descend to the bottom 
of the container quickly, and it would 
seem as if some machine ought to be 
applied to keep the liquid constantly 
mixed during the process of spraying; 
also a heavy proportion of pigment is 
necessary, which deprives the material to 
some extent of its durabilitv. A second 
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method is the spraying on the rough sur- 
face of small particles which have pre- 
viously been coloured. These particles 
are sprayed on to a coat of varnish or 
coloured emulsion. Assuming that the 
varnish or emulsion is of good quality, 
the durability is equally good. A third 
method is to scatter brick dust or breeze 
grit over a surface which has_ been 
treated with a bitumen binder, and a sug- 
gestion is made that one-eighth of an inch 
is the maximum size of these particles if 
a good adhesive quality is to be ensured. 

I trust that these articles have been 
read by people interested in camouflage, 
for I feel the subject is of such import- 
ance that authoritative opinions would be 
extremely valuable, and that the Editor 
may care to publish concise opinions 
from experts on the subject. 

In so far as architects obtaining work 
in camouflage departments is concerned, 
there is not much hope at the present. | 
understand that Mr. Jowett, the head of 
the Royal College of Art, is interviewing, 
together with his Registrar, applicants for 
a camouflage unit. Captain Glasson is 
in charge of camouflage at Princes House 
in Kingsway, which is a headquarters for 
certain Air Ministry work; and other 
sources, which I do not regard as being 
in any way reliable, have been suggested 
to me, but appear to have no active 
function as yet. It would seem that archi- 
tects and painters ought to collaborate 
on the task, and, what is more important, 
it is essential to avoid rushing into 
camouflage, either privately or Govern- 
mentally, merely for sake of camouflaging 
any building that is ‘‘ put up” to one; 
because, in all honesty, one would have 
to refuse many jobs as being not worth 
the task or the cost of concealment. 

The job is not, as many people imagine, 
a safe one, and Solomon J. Solomon’s bio- 
graphy or Oliver Bernard’s autobiography 
will soon confirm this. Strategic camou- 
flage may involve a camoufleur in nightly 
visits over “‘ no-man’s land ”’ in order to 
survey such natural objects as exist for 
the purpose of reproducing them accur- 
ately in metal form to serve as observa- 
tion posts. It is a highly dangerous job, 
and, in the case of Solomon and Bernard, 
proved to be abortive when it came to a 
question of working with the authorities. 
The question of camouflage, it seems to 
me, ought to be considered as a basis of 
defence and not as a last resort.

What is an “ Unfit ”’ Building ? 
Sir,—What does the term “ unfit’”’ 
mean in relation to buildings or works? 
SURVEYOR. 
By the Interpretation Section (24) of 
the Landlord and Tenant (War Damage) 
Act, 1989, “‘ unfit’ in relation to build- 
ings or works, or to land of which three- 
quarters or more of the value is attribu- 


. table to buildings or works means unfit 


for the purpose for which those buildings 
or works were used or adapted for use 
immediately before the occurrence of the 
war damage in question, having regard 
to the class of tenant likely to occupy 
similar buildings or works which are not 
unfit for that purpose, to the standard of 
accommodation available at the material 
jime, and to all other circumstances. 


Pre-War Building Contracts. 

Str.—lVith reference to the statement 
in your issue of September 29, that sup- 
pliers of materials are bound by their 
pre-war contracts, as makers of bricks 
and tiles we would point out :— 

(1) Our contract for the supply of coal 
to March 31 next has been declared by 
the colliery agent to be at an end; 

(2) Our haulage contractor refuses to 
deliver our goods at pre-war contract 
rates, but claims a considerable increase 
in such rates; 

(3) We have been put to considerable 
expense in obscuring kiln glare and 
forming and equipping first-aid and fire- 
fighting squads. 

It would appear to be only equitable 
that increases in costs of manufacture 
which we are wnable to resist should be 
passed on to the purchaser, in spite of 
pre-war contracts. 

It would also appear to be equitable 
that some compensation should be paid 
for contracts which are indefinitely sus- 
pended. We have been supplying a num- 
ber of jobs under pre-war contracts, and 
have been notified that no further mate- 
rials for these are required, although we 
have made bricks and tiles, and have 
them ready fer dispatch. It does seem 
to us that both the builders and suppliers 
should be entitled to some compensation 
for outlay and loss of profit in respect of 
these broken or suspended contracts. 

Brick MANUFACTURERS. 


Judged from the legal aspect, the state- 
ment in our last issue is correct. It was 
pointed out that in the event of an action 
for breach of contract being pursued 
where the performance of a contract was 
impossible, then in equity only nominal 
damages would ensue. 

We agree that, judged from the equit- 
able aspect, increases in cost of manu- 
facture should be borne by the _ pur- 
chaser; but that cannot be enforced on 
a purchaser in respect to a pre-war con- 
ract if the purchaser is unwilling to 
meet the increases in costs of manu- 
facture. 

Of course, in contracts made since the 
war, the parties thereto have no doubt 
taken increased costs into account; and, 
of course, are bound by the contracts so 
made. 

We agree, too, that compensation, from 


an equitable point of view, should be paid 
in respect to contracts suspended; and 
which, in all the circumstances, it would 
be a waste of money to try to enforce; 
but that is a matter for amicable adjust- 
ment between the parties to these con- 
tracts. It is not the law. 


Civil Defence Act: Compensation. 
Str,—Is compensation payable when 
works are executed in compliance with 
the requirements of the Civil Defence 
Act, 1939? ier 9 
Yes. By Section 6, when works are 
executed to comply with the Act in or 
on any premises, building or land by a 
local authority, the occupier of the 
premises, building or land is entitled to 
recover from the local authority compen- 
sation for any damage he has sustained 
by reason of any interference with his 
use of the premises, building or land 
during the execution of the works.

OFFICIAL NOTIFICATIONS 


CONTROL OF TIMBER SUPPLIES. 


Tue Minister of Supply announces that 
in pursuance of powers granted under 
the Emergency Powers (Defence) Act, 
1939, he has made the Control of Timber 
(No. 5) Order, 1939. 

The restrictions on dealings in timber im- 
posed by the Control of Timber (No. 1) Order, 
1939, as amended by the Control of Timber 
(No. 3) Order, 1939, will be revoked on and 
from Wednesday, October 4, 1939, from 
which date there will be substituted a new 
licensing system. Under this licensing systein 
every purchaser of timber or boxboards for 
consumption must have a licence for his pur- 
chase (except in certain special cases), and 
the seller has to see that his purchaser duly 
holds a licence. 

Special cases in which no licences are 
required are as follows: (i) Purchases by 
consumers of timber and boxboards up to 
a total value of £20 in any one calendar 
month, provided that the timber and box- 
boards so purchased are for work of national 
importance or urgent necessity. (ii) Direct 
purchases by Departments of H.M. Govern- 
ment in specific cases.covered by special or 
general directions issued by the Minister. 

The No. 5 Order provides for the render- 
ing of returns of sales of timber or boxboards 
for consumption. Details of the information 
required in this connection are contained in 
Direction No. 2, issued by the Ministry of 
Supply under the Control of Timber (No. 5) 
Order, 1939. The Order does not apply to 
individual retail transactions not exceeding 
£1 in value. 

Subject always to the control of the Head- 
quarters Department of the Timber Control 
the licensing system introduced by the No. 5 
Order will be operated by the Timber Control 
Area Officers in respect of timber other than 
mining timber and by the Timber Control 
Pitwood District Officers in respect of 
mining timber. Copies of forms of applica- 
tion for licences. should, therefore, be ob- 
tained from and returned when completed to 
the appropriate officers at the addresses 
shown below. Copies of forms of application 
for licences in respect of boxboards should be / 
obtained from, and returned when completed 
to, the Controller of Timber Supplies (Branch 
8), Ministry of Supply, 2-7, Elmdale-road, 
Bristol, 8. Copies of the Control of Timber 
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(No. 5) Order and of all directions issued 
under the Order, should be obtained directly, 
or through any bookseller, from H.M. Sta- 
tionery Office.

and boarding and patent roofing)—are of con- 
crete, asphalted. Internal walls are either 
concrete or of patent block construction. 
Floors are mass-concrete, and above ground 
are of floating construction, as shown on 
facing page. The manufacturing building 
(which is not illustrated) is steel framed and 
beamed. 

ELevations:—These have received con- 
siderable study, the grouping of windows 
being of particular note. The projecting roof 
slab forms a strong horizontal sky-line. As 
to the external finishes, the plinth is in raw 
concrete, with the board marks left showing.

Services:—General lighting is  semi- 
indirect.

Layout.—The layout of this scheme of houses 
was dictated largely by a stipulation that a 50-ft. 





road had to be formed along the south side of the 
site, ultimately to be continued to Letchworth. 
The estate is bounded by open ground on the 
south, west and north sides and by Norton-road 
on the east, where the houses are in cream

of various sizes and in so laying them out as to 
emphasise the points of interest in the site. 
An attractive feature is the forecourt to Norton- 
road, which is flag-paved and planted with almond 
trees. 


CoNSTRUCTION.—The external walls of the 
houses are of 1l-in. cavity construction with 
facing bricks to all elevations. 


The houses in Norton-road are of cream 
* Burwell”’ bricks, in view of their eastern 
aspect, and that the road is largely overshadowed 
by tall trees. The remainder of the scheme is 
built of red ‘‘ Oxontint ”’ bricks, with the careful 
introduction of three cream-coloured blocks for 
the purpose of linking up with the Norton-road 
blocks. Dun-coloured pantiles and dark brown 
concrete tiles on felting have been used on the 
roofs. 

FINIsHES.—The principal features inside the 
houses are: Walls and partitions plastered 
throughout (excepting scullery) ; ‘‘ Servall ”’ cook- 
ing grates with boiler in living-room ; all hot 
and cold service pipes of copper ; tile fireplace to 
one bedroom ; tiling around and to floor by 
sink ; wood “stormproof” casements and bay 
windows ; bath, w.c. suite and lavatory basin 
all in green with blue belge panel to bath and 
black seat and cover to w.c. pedestal. 


_ Electric lighting is standard throughout, with 
power and gas for alternative cooking in scullery. 
There are electric points for wireless in living 
room and on landing for sweeper or electric 
fire, with flex extendable to any of the bedrooms. 
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All larders face north or east and have concrete 
shelves. 
‘“Rolyat ”’ hot water calorifier systems have 


been fitted. There is tongued and grooved 
boarding on joists to ground floor. Two bedrooms 
in each house have hangirig cupboards. Each 
house has a cycle store (eliminating outside sheds). 
There is main drainage with new sewers. 


The gardens have been enclosed by concrete 
posts and wiring, and hedging has been planted 
along all frontages; in addition, shrubs and 
ornamental flowering trees of various kinds to 
bloom at different seasons have been selected 
and planted under the architect’s direction. The 
cost of each house was £360, including for fencing, 
hedging and trees.

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OCCUPANCY TESTS OF AIR-RAID SHELTERS 


COMPREHENSIVE occupancy tests of air- 
raid shelters for factory workers have 
recently been carried out at the works of 
Messrs. J. and E. Hall, Ltd., of Dartford. 
Kent, and the results are given in a 
report which has just been published.* 
The’ tests were conducted under the 
direction of Mr. V: A. Patterson, in col- 
laboration with members of the medical 
profession and the Department of Indus- 
trial Physiology, London School of 
Hygiene and Tropical Medicine, and 
were carried out between April 19 and 
May 22, 1939, on two of the air-raid 
shelters for factory employees, which 
form part of the complete air-raid pre- 
cautions scheme at the works, compris- 
ing shelters, control posts, fire watchers’ 
posts, decontamination, first-aid, and 
fire-fighting services. The shelters pro- 
vided are of sufficient capacity to accom- 
modate the whole staff of approximately 
1,700 people, and are situated in four 
groups on land adjacent to the various 
works buildings. Two types of shelter 
have been adopted—one of steel, com- 
pletely below ground level, and the other 
of pre-cast concrete, only partly below 
ground level. 


Details of Shelters. 

The steel shelter is a standard 27-ft. 
long shelter supplied by Guest, Keen 
and Baldwin, as shown in Fig. 1. It is 
constructed of corrugated steel sections, 
and has a concrete floor 5in. thick. The 
steel is surrounded by 6in. of concrete, 
and a special reinforcing mat is em- 
bedded in the centre of the thickness of 
the concrete, the topmost part of which 
is 1ft. 9in. below ground level. It is 
entered by means of a concrete stairway 
through a gas-tight door at one end, and 
an alternative exit is provided at the 
other by means of a gas-tight trapdoor 
reached by a step-ladder. 

It is provided with electric light from 
the works mains, a portable lighting set 
run by a 6-volt 70-ampere-hour accumu- 
lator also being installed.

(The extra lighting used for Tests Nos. 
5 and 6 was not strictly necessary, but 
was provided to give greater comfort to 
people reading.) 

Two “ Elsan ”’ chemical closets are in- 
stalled; also a supply of drinking water 
and a first-aid outfit. A loudspeaker is 
installed in each shelter, operated from 
a central control room, and used for 
supplying instructions, light music, and 
news. Telephone communication with the 
control room is also provided. There is 
accommodation for 50 occupants to sit 
down in each shelter, the seats being 
provided with wooden back-rests to pre- 
vent direct contact with the walls. 
Further details and dimensions are given 
in Table No. 1.

The pre-cast concrete shelter is a stan- 
dard 27-ft. long Stent pre-cast concrete 
shelter, as shown in Fig. 2. The floor is 
of concrete approximately 5ft. below 
general ground level. There is no further 
protection beyond the pre-cast slabs 
above earth level, except that afforded 
by the excavated earth, which is used to 
cover the upper part of the shelter to a 
thickness of approximately 2ft. It is 
entered by a concrete stairway at one 
end. This stairway approaches. the 
shelter axially, but not directly in front 
of the door, and an alternative exit is 
provided at the other end by means of

discomfort, with entrance and exit 
completely sealed. 

(ii) To determine the rate of increase 
of temperature and moisture con- 
tent under these conditions of 
occupancy. 

(iii) To determine the rate of increase 
of concentration of CO, in the 
atmosphere under these conditions. 
(In tests Nos. 5 and 6 the rate of 
decrease of oxygen concentration 
was also observed.) 

(iv) To obtain any data of physical, 
physiological or psychological 
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nature which would be of value 
should the shelters be used during 
air raids. 


To obtain information which might 
indicate in what ways the condi- 
tions inside the shelters might be 
controlled or improved during pro- 
longed occupation. 


Six tests have been carried out on these 
two shelters as follows :— 

Test No. 1.—Steel Shelter—completely 
closed and sealed against gas. 

Test No. 2.—Steel Shelter—with an air- 
filtration plant in operation. This was a 
London Fan and Motor Company’s unit 
arranged to be operated by hand or 
electric motor. During this test it was 
operated electrically, and delivered 71.5 
<u. ft. of filtered air per minute. The 
vitiated air escaped by means of a small 
vent in the roof of the shelter. 

Test No. 3.—Steel Shelter—with en- 
trance and emergency exit doors left 
ajar, as might be the case during a raid 
when no gas is used. 

Test No. 4.—Concrete Shelter—com- 
pletely closed and sealed against gas. 

Test No. 5.—Steel Shelter—completely 
closed and sealed against gas; physio- 
logical as well as physical observations 
taken.

No. 6—Steel Shelter—completely 
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closed and sealed against gas. 40 cu. ft. 
of oxygen were admitted at the end of 
the first hour, and an attempt was made 
to absorb the expired CO, by exposing 
40 Ib. of soda-lime in 47 gauze bags on a 
line stretched along the ceiling. 

After giving details of occupants and 
much interesting physical and _ physio- 
logical data, the report gives the 
following :— 


Summary: Conclusions and 
Recommendations. 

(i) Air-raid shelters for factory workers 
have been tested under conditions 
of occupancy and duration which 
might occur in practice. 234 dif- 
ferent individuals have been sub- 
jected to the tests without any per- 
manent ill-effects, and conditions 
influencing comfort in the shelters 
have been studied. 

(ii) Underground shelters of standard 
steel construction, designed for 50 
factory workers, can be fully occu- 
pied for a period of two hours 
without ventilation, and with exits 
and entrances sealed against gas, 
without any serious effects on the 
occupants, although some discom- 
fort and mental impairment may be 
apparent towards the end of this 
period.

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(iii) It will not be necessary to close 
gas-proof doors until a gas alarm is 
given, and the tests carried out 
with these doors ajar show that 
the natural ventilation thereby 
permitted is sufficient to maintain 
comfortable conditions inside 
shelters of the types tested. 


(iv) A small air-filtration plant would 
enable these shelters to be occupied 
for longer periods without dis- 
comfort. 


In fully occupied underground steel 
shelters discomfort due to heat and 
moisture accumulation does _ not 
arise in a period of two hours even 
though no ventilation is provided. 


(vi) It appears that there is less likeli- 
hood of unpleasant concentrations 
of CO, developing in sealed con- 
crete shelters than in steel shelters. 
This may possibly be due to the 
CO, permeability and/or absorbing 
capacity for CO, possessed by 
concrete. 

(vii) If it is essential that individuals 
in a fully occupied shelter should 
retain their full mental alertness, 
e.g., in control room, then it is 
desirable that either— 


(a) artificial air filtration and ventila- 
tion should be maintained, or 


(b) adequate oxygen should be liberated 
at hourly intervals, and CO, con- 
tinuously partially absorbed by 
chemicals, such as soda-lime ex- 
posed in suitable containers and 
locations. 

The report contains valuable informa- 
tion of public importance, and should be 
of particular interest to industrial con- 
cerns, local authorities and others who 
are responsible for the provision and 
supervision of air-raid shelters.

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CHEMICAL CLOSETS FOR 
USE IN SHELTER 
ACCOMMODATION 


A BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATION 
(A.R.P. SERIES). 

Tue following Standard (BS/ARP 5, 
September, 1939) forms one of a series of 
specifications prepared by the British 
Standards Institution at the request of 
the Air-Raid Precautions. Department of 
the Home Office. 

Note.—It should be emphasised that 
this specification deals only with 
chemical closets as such. It does not 
specify methods of disposal, which 
must necessarily vary with local condi- 
tions. Such conditions must be taken 
into account when selecting the type 
of chemical closet to ensure that there 
will be no harmful effect on any water 
supply, or on the sewers, the sewage 
disposal system, or other means of dis- 
posal, 

1. GerneRAaL.—The chemical closet shall 
be so designed and constructed that, 
when employed with the appropriate 
chemical or chemicals it shall, without 
ventilation or drainage, be capable of 
containing the sewage, solid and liquid, 
in such a manner as to be inoffensive 
and harmless. 

Note.—It is necessary to consider a 
closet of this type in conjunction with 
the chemical with which it is designed 
to operate, and it must be emphasised 
that the closet should only be used 
with such chemical. A closet forming 
a satisfactory sanitary system when the 
correct chemical is employed may be 
useless or even dangerous when used 
with other chemicals, which may never- 
theless be suitable for use in a different 
type of closet. 

2. Construction.—The closet shall be 
so designed and constructed as to en- 
sure :— 

(a) That all sewage, solid and liquid, 
is directed into the sewage container, 
and 

(b) That danger to the person or 
clothing by contact with any part of 
the apparatus, or by splashing, during 
ordinary use, is prevented. 

The closet shall be constructed of good- 
quality materials, adequately treated, if 
necessary, to withstand rust and similar 
deterioration in storage and use. Galvan- 
ising, if employed for this purpose, shall 
be effected after manufacture of the com- 
ponent. 

3. SrrenetH.—The closet shall be 
capable of carrying a load of 2% cwt. 
without deformation. The sewage con- 
tainer shall be constructed of steel of at 
least 24 B.G., or of other suitable mate- 
rial of at least equivalent strength. 

4. Capactry.—The effective sewage 
capacity of the closet, in addition to the 
charge of chemical (including any water 
or other diluent necessary), shall be not 
less than four gallons, without becoming 
too full for easy transport and emptying. 
Where one closet is for the use of more 
than 15 persons, such capacity shall be 
not less than six gallons. 

Note.—It is recommended that in no 
case should the accommodation be less 
than one closet for every 25 persons. 
5. CLEANING.—The sewage container 

shall be of smooth internal surface, and 
shall be as far as possible free from 
features tending to obstruct thorough 
cleaning. 
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Note—It is emphasised that the 
closet should stand on a base with sur- 
round capable of being easily cleaned. 
6. Seat and Lip.—The closet shall be 

provided with a seat and a lid hinged or 
otherwise similarly attached to the body 
of the closet. The seat and lid shall have 
a smooth, non-absorbent surface which 
can easily be cleaned. 

7. Hanptrnc.—If the sewage container 
is intended to be emptied by hand it shall 
be fitted with handles sufficiently robust 
and suitably placed to allow of easy re- 
moval, carrying and emptying. If the 
weight of the container when full exceeds 
75 1lb., it shall be fitted with handles so 
placed as to allow of its carriage by two 


men. In no case shall the weight of a 
portable container when full exceed 
125 lb. 


8. CHemicaL.—The chemical or chemi- 
cals shall be such as to render the 
sewage, solid and liquid, inoffensive and 
harmless until the closet is full. 

The chemical or the chemicals in the 
containers in which they are supplied 
shall not lose their effectiveness in 
storage. 

The chemical or the chemicals in the 
condition in which they are employed in 
the closet shall not be inflammable, and 
shall not, when in contact with sewage 
or otherwise, give off any noxious, 
inflammable or explosive vapour. 

The Institution desires to call attention 
to the fact that this specification is 
intended to include the technical provi- 
sions necessary for the supply of the 
material herein referred to, but does not 
purport to comprise all the necessary 
provisions of a contract. It will be 
reviewed at an early date, and any com- 
ments or suggestions for amendment 
should be addressed to the Director, 
British Standards Institution, 28, Vic- 
toria-street, London, 8.W.1.
